1. drcr&ft #124 {two-seat trainer aircraft equipped with 075 
engines) made flight 129, 21 February, for one hour and twenty-three 
sal mites, A Lockheed test and instructor pilot instructed an Agency 
pilot in air refueling procedures, ight dry contacts were sad® with 
a refueling aircraft.
